INTERLOCAL COOPERATION AGREEMENT 
BETWEEN CITY OF AUSTIN, TEXAS 

AND LOWER COLORADO RIVER AUTHORITY 
REGARDING BUOYS AT TOM MILLER DAM 

AGREEMENT is entered into by and between the Lower Colorado River Authority, a 
conservation and reclamation district of the State of Texas, and the City of Austin, Texas shown 

contracting parties, pursuant to the authority granted and in compliance with the provisions 
Interlocal Cooperation Act, Chapter 791, Texas Government Code. 

I. CONTRACTING PARTIES 

Lower Colorado River Authority (LCRA) through its Water Services division operates 
dams along the Highland Lakes. LCRA' s authority is the control, storage, and 

of the waters of the Colorado River and for hydroelectric generation and flood control. 
controls the surface of the Highland Lakes pursuant to Chapter 222, Texas Water Code 

31, Texas Parks & Wildlife Code. The City of Austin (Austin) is a home rule 
of the State ofTexas which operates and regulates Lake Austin in Travis County.

II. PURPOSE

HI. STATEMENT OF SERVICES TO BE PERFORMED: 

agrees to install, maintain, and replace buoys, signs, cables, and/or markers and 
(Buoys) to assist boaters in recognizing hazards associated with Tom Miller Dam. 

responsible for providing all labor and equipment (including boats and tools) 
set out the Buoys, at LCRA' s expense. Austin shall reimburse LCRA for the actual cost 
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to replace or repair Buoys which arc lost, destroyed, or damaged. The parties agree to 
dctem1ine the location, type, number, and anchoring of the Buoys, it being left to the 

LCRA as to the method of installation. Subject to available manpower, funding or 
weather conditions, the Parties agree to use best efforts to maintain the Buoys or to repair 
damaged Buoys. The pmiies shall not be required to follow any published guidelines, 

rec:on1mcwJattor1s or standards that do not have the force of law. 

Austin and LCRA may loan equipment to each other in furtherance of this Agreement, but 
equipment remains the property of the loaning agency and must be retumed upon request. 

provide the assistance of the Austin Park Police, if requested, to further the purposes of 
Austin shall provide any official action by the Austin City Council necessary to 

purposes of this Agreement. 

party is paying for the pert(mnance of governmental functions or services and payments 
a party will he made from current revenues available to that party. 

IV. AUTHORITY 

exercise of duties by any of the Parties' agents, officers or employees in connection with 
shall be pursuant to the fullest authority of each Party.

LEGAL RESPONSIBILITIES 

Agreement does not create any partnership, employee, fiduciary, insurance, or agency 
between the patties or any oftheir agents, employees, volunteers, or officers. No party 

will be responsible for the acts of the other party or any agent or officer of the 
virtue of this Agreement. It is expressly understood and agreed that in the execution 

no party waives, nor shall be deemed to waive, any immunity or defense 
available to it against any claims by third parties. Each party to this Agreement waives all 

every other party to the Agreement for compensation or any loss, damage, personal 
occurring as a consequence of the performance of this Agreement, except tor acts in 
criminal laws.

Agreement is to begin January 1, 2007 and shall terminate on December 31, 2017.

to the other party.
